This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 26-38, 52-53 and 58, drawn to an isolated polypeptide, a fusion 
protein, a vaccine, and composition comprising antibody. 

Group II, claim(s) 39-44, 46-51 and 59, drawn to a polynucleotide, a vaccine, an 

expression vector, and a process of producing a polypeptide. 

Group III, claim(s) 45, drawn to a process of producing a polypeptide. 

Group IV, claim(s) 55 and 57, drawn to a method of inducing an immune response. 

Group V, claim(s) 56, drawn to a method of diagnosing an infection. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Invention I drawn to a polypeptide and Invention II drawn to a polynucleotide are 
distinct since they are products each with a different structure and biological properties. 
The polypeptide is made of amino acids whereas the nucleic acid molecule consists of 
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nucleotides. Further methods known in the art used to make the polypeptide require 
different reagents and parameters from the methods of making nucleic acid encoding 
the protein and the method of making the polypeptide does not require the nucleic acid. 

Inventions I drawn to a polypeptide and Invention III drawn to a process of 
producing a polypeptide are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the polypeptide could be used in different ways 
as claimed. 

Inventions I and Inventions IV-V are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the polypeptide 
could be used in the different methods as claimed. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their separate classification and their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
